Dear Dr Faiconer,

While Oxford is much disorganised by the 
very large contribution both of undergraduates and 
tutors which it has made to the Army, I suspect that 
our Scholars wno remain there or come there this next 
year will find it in many ways, though in different 
WayS, an unusually stimulating place. We are all 


getting educated in these days in mitters of vital 


importance which not long since seemd only secondary 


or of doubtful value. Wnen it is all over we shall 

ve a wiser though certainly a sadder people. I think 
that if there is one thing that has more than anything 
else impressed itself on my wind in these last months, 
it is a wish that the men who are coming here from the 
ends of tne éarth should not come merely in a spirit 

of adventure, but understanding the greatness of the 
time and the sacredness of the cause in which they are 
engaged. If they could be made to know this it 

would certainly go far to overcome the lower temptations 
to which a military life is subject, and which Has done 
so much to damage the moral reputetion of those with 
whom we fight. I would like to feel that every Canadian 
for instance who goes into the great fight which seens 
certain to be awaiting us this coming Spring, should 

do so clean in body and soul. I feel sure that there 
will be powerful influences in Canada working towards 
this end with the new Contingents that are being pre- 
pared and will almost certainly be needed for the final 


sacrifices that have to be made. 


I imagine that your own University work has 


peen almost as much disturbed as that of this country. 
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We must all possess our souls in -patience and hope for 


better days when this tyranny of War is overpast.
